Ascoro ot ruggedlooking men sat In a
small room adjoining Warren lieD at Clerk
and Spring streets yesterday afternoon grave ¬

ly discussing matters that wore of Interest to
1800 worklngmon In this city Brooklyn and
Jersey City They wore officers and leaders of
tho Truck Drivers Benevolent and Protective
Association Those workingmen stand apart
conducting their affairs without assistance or
suggestions from other labor organizations
agreeing fully with them upon nearly every
question that arises In regard to labor but dis-
agreeing with many of them on tho question
of turning trade unions into political bodies

In 1883 when oil the organized truck drivers
were connected with the Knights of Labor
they numbered only 300 The number was so
small In comparison with the largo number ot
truck drivers that their power In the Knights
was less than they thought belonged to thorn
by right and they determined to organize an
association of their own on the broad ground
of charity and protection Very little canvass
lug and loss discussion made It apparent that
they could embrace In their association every
man In the throe cities who drove a truck for a
living TheY toll certain that the number
could be Increased so that the duos would bo
trilling and time benefits great They quietly
withdrew from the Knights and on Dec 80
1883 the 300 men started In earnestly to organ ¬

ize what has since grown to be u powerful
organization Believing that politics and phl
laiithroiiy would nut thrive well together they
determined to keep clear of all political quo
lions and steer their course on a protective and
benevolent Uaxis only

when the truckmen found that they could
join a labor organization without mortgaging
their votes they came along In groat numbers
and In lets than one year the 300 men bad
boon Increased to 1600

The organization was divided Into tour local
assemblies each with tim power to direct Its
own notions but all under time necessity ol reporting their movements to tbe ofiloare of
the central body These officers arc John Mc
Lnughlln President Dominick Jennings
Vicepresident Charles H Moran Secretary
and George WBreem Treasurer Every man
In thu organization with the exception of two
Is an employee of a truck owner These two
are Treasurer Dream and President MvLaugh
lln The latter owns u number of express
wagons Taken altogether the monitors ol
the association work veryhard for moderatewages and this made it necessary to keep the
cost of membership down to as low a limit aa
possible-

The managers of this largo body of teen are
coolheaded practical business men with the
welfare of the association at heart and with
only ono denim to make it so necessary to the
truckmen that not one of them could afford to
refrain from becoming a member The
association Is now on u sound financial basis
and Is In smooth running order The only
change that Is anticipated IK an Increase of
membership and u proportionate Increase In
Ithu bonuuts At present belonging to the
association costs each member StifiO a year
This entitles him to all the benefits If ho la
sick and unablo to work he receives 5 a week
until he recovers if his sickness Is serious
antI prolonged the association sees to It that
be still keep his home and that hit wife and
children are supplied with the necessaries of
like If be Is thrown out of a place every ono
of the 1800 members is Informed of it and all
strive to get him work Among BO large and
HO earnest n body of men this is quickly accom ¬
plished If ho dies 100 Is paid to his widow
and If a man loses his wile ho receives 150
The association has so far paid out In benefits
12500 a year
